Edward White, Village Marshal at East 
Alton, lll., was murdered at midnight by 
tramps. To-day several posses of officers 
and citizens are chasing his slayers. 

Chief of Police Kunz of Alton came down 


to Ehst St. Louls at 2 o'clock this after- 


noon and inspected a dozen suspects at the 
Police Station with a view of discovering 
the murderer of the marshal of East Al- 


Two of the prisoners were James Kerins 
and WilNam Augustine, and Chief Kunz 
was so impressed with their appearance 
that he insisted they be held for further in- 


vestigation. 

Car breakings have of late been of such 
frequent perpetration in the railroad yards 
at Mast Alton that an order has been given 
the village police to exclude tramps from 
the yards at night. At 10 o’clock last even- 
ing an incoming train crew reported that 
four tramps had arrived upon their train 
and were -among the cars in the yards. 
They were ugly fellows, the trainmen said, 
and might cause trouble. 

Marshal White and two of his men went 
down to eject them. They encountered the 
méen at the edge of the yards. White or- 
dered them to move on, and without 4a 
word in answer or warning one of them 
drew a revolver and shot the officer through 
the heart, killing him ingtantly, The tmur-

the seven seamen who, with him, sailed the collier -lerrimac into the channel of the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba on June 3 last and sunk her there, were surrendered 


| by the Spanish military authorities to-day in exchange for prisoners captured by the 


American torces. 
Hobson and his men were escorted through the American lines by Capt. Chad- 


wick of the New York, who was awaiting them. Every step of their journey was 
marked by the wildest demonstrations on the pait of the American soldiers, who 
threw aside all semblance of order, scrambled out of the intrenchments, knocked 
r tent guys and other camp paraphernalia in their eagerness to see the returning 
heroes, and sent up cheer after cheer for the men who had passed safely through 
the jaws. of death to serve their country. 

The same scenes of enthusiasm were repeated upon the arrival of the men at the 
hospital station and at our base at Juragua. Hobson, who reached there in advance 
of his companions, was taken on board the New York immediately. The flagship’s 
decks were lined with officers and men, and as Hobson clambered up her side and 
stepped on board his vessel the harbor rang with the shouts and cheers of his com- 
rades, which were re-echoed by the crews of a dozen transports lying near by. 

Hobson had little to say in regard to his experiences except that he and his 
companions had been well treated by the Spaniards and that they were all in excellent 


health.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—It_is learned from a high source 
that the war conference to-day was held for the purpose of going 
over the situation at Santiago and that no determination to rush 
an attack on the city was reached. 

It is stated that the Administration is reasonably well satis 
fied 'with the present situation and has no desire to precipitate af- 
fairs there at a costly sacrifice of lives or ships. 

It is confidently believed that Gen. Linares will surrender 
when he learns the American army is to be reinforced by 15,000 or 
20,000 men. No information on this subject has been received from 
any quarter, but the officials believe that the Spanish General will 
see the utter hopelessness of the situation and yield to the in- 
evitable. 

The question of directing Gen. Miles to take command of the 
Porto Rican expedition was not brought up in the conference, nor 
were any matters discussed that did not directly pertain to operas 
tions in front of Santiago.
